Freighter Sinks in 
Crash with Tanker 


Lewes, Del., M arch 4— (A P) — 
The British 
freighter 
Gypsu m 
Prince, 3,915 tons, sank two miles 
off Lewes today after a collision 
w ith the 5,090-ton oil tanker Voco. 
Five men are missing. 
Abou t tw enty 
su rvivors 
were 
landed at the coast gu ard station 
here. 
Navy officials said 
the 
Voco, 
owned by the Standard T ranspor­ 
tation Company of London and 
chartered by the Socony Vacu u m 
Oil Company, ram m ed the Gyp­ 
su m Prince. 
The freighter sank 
in fou r m inu tes after the collision 
shortly after 6 a. m. EWT. 
Owen Jam es was m aster of the 
freighter, operated by the Gyp­ 
su m Packet Company. 
His fate 
was not determ ined imm ediately. 
Six su rvivors were picked u p 
from a raft and 13 others were 
rescu ed by coast gu ard boats. 
The Voco, dam aged in the bow, 
was tied u p a t Lewes pending in­ 
vestigation. 
It was the second collision in 
which the Gypsu m Prince has fig ­ 
u red. 
It sank a 
fishing 
boat, 
Edith and Elinor, of 134 tons, in 
heavy fog off Nova Scotia Nov. 
25, 1931, seven members of the 
fishing boat's crew being lost. 


Aged Oregon Man Lands in Dixon

W illiam

abou t the accident. Bu rke was re­ 
ported to have stated tha t he met

11:30 o’clock and was requ ested 
by the two men to take them_ to 
their homes. 
According to B u rke’s statem ent 
to tha police, 
both men were in­ 


toxicated and after boarding 
his 
car, asked him to drive them 
to 
Dixon. He complied with the 
re­ 
qu est and when he drove off 
the 
sou th 
end of the 
Grand D etou r 
bridge, Kelly attem pted to lower 
a window of the car, and in some 
manner, the door opened and he 
fell from the moving machine to 
the paving. 
Bu rke told the officers tha t he 
stopped and pu t Kelly back in his 
car 
thru 
proceeded 
to Dixon, 
where they 
drove 
arou nd u ntil 
abou t 1 :30 o’clock when he decid­ 
ed that his passenger m ight re­ 
qu ire medical attention. He drove 
to a garage and 
inqu ired for a 
physician and was directed to the 
hospital 
where he 
delivered his 
aged passenger. 
A t the hospital 
a physician 
dressed 
the 
aged 
m an’s inju ries and today he was 
reported to be resting com forta­ 
bly, recovering from the effects 
of his accident.

Urges Allies Take 
Example from Reds 


London,

W ashington, M arch 4— (A P) — 
More than 18,000 tons of enemy 
ships have been destroyed in a 
spectacu lar raid by General Dou g­ 
las M acA rthu r's sm all air force, 
and a task force of the Navy has 
blasted 16 heavy Japanese bomb­ 
ers ou t of the sky in a deep pen­ 
etration 
of 
Japanese-m andated 
islands. 
The dou ble 
triu m phs, 
while 
hardly m ajor in character, served 
to show again today the am azing 
resou rcefu lness 
of 
M acA rthu r’s 
little force in the Philippines, and 
to point u p the navy’s ideas for 
carrying the fi;M to the enemy. 
One 10,000-ton ship, one 8,000- 
tonner, and two m otor lau nches 
were destroyed in a su rprise a t­ 
tack by M acA rthu r’s airm en over 
Su bic Bay. 
In 
addition 
large 
fires were started among enemy 
stores on docks of Olangapo and 
Grande Island, followed by ex­ 
plosion. 
Many small craft u sefu l 
to the invaders were damaged. 
Capital Im pressed 
Two things especially impressed 
the Capital in the accou nt of the 
action of the Pacific force: 
First. 
Prohibitive 
losses 
had 
been inflicted on the enemy—only 
two of 18 attacking bombers es­ 
caped—a fact w’hich spoke vol­ 
u mes for the effectiveness of the 
fleet’s anti-aircraft gu nnery and 
its carrier-borne fighting planes. 
The bombers failed to score a hit 
and only two American planes 
w’ere lost. 
Second: Fleet task forces were 
ranging farther 
westward, 
evi­ 
dently close to the well-fortified 
Japanese Caroline islands, where 
lie su ch im portant enemy bases 
asP onape, T ru k , Yap and Pelew. 
The 
Navy 
commu niqu e 
last 
night did not indicate how deep­ 
ly the task force penetrated this 
general area of the Pacific. 
It 
said merely that the action had 
taken place west of the Gilbert is­ 
lands—the British possessions oc­ 
cu pied by the Japanese early in 
the w ar—which a fleet task force 
raided with destru ctive resu lts on 
Jan. 31. 
The Carolines are w’est 
and slightly north of the Gilberts. 
It was apparent, however, tha t 
the task force had come w ithin 
striking distance of a Japanese 
base, for the heavy bombers tha t 
attacked w’ere land-based aircraft 
tha t can not operate from car­ 
riers. 
The task force evidently was 
carrying ou t a reconnr .sance in 
some force with orders to Inflict 
the maximu m pu nishm ent on any 
enemy forces encou ntered. 
Stirring Pictu re 
The m atter-of-fact langu age of 
the N avy’s commu niqu e gave a 
stirring pictu re 
of the 
pu lse- 
qu ickening dram a and danger tha t 
goes wu th this initial strategy. 
“In the cou rse of recent naval 
operations west of the Gilbert is­ 
lands,” said the report, “a task 
force of the Pacific fleet consist­ 
ing of an aircraft carrier, cru isers 
and destroyers, w’as attacked by 
18 heavy bombers of the enemy 
operating in tw’o grou ps of nine 
each. 
“These attacks occu rred in the 
late 
afternoon an<* - V e timed 
one-half hou r apa*» . 
“The Japanese form ations W’ere 
closely and vigorou sly engaged by 
ou r carrier fighter planes and by 
anti-aircraft fire from the ships 
of ou r task force. 
Split-Second Maneu vering 
“Only three enemy planes of 
the first form ation reached their 
bomb release point over the air­ 
craft carrier which avoided all 
bomb hits by split-second maneu ­ 
vering. 
“The leading bomber of this 
grou p attem pfed a crash landing 
on the carrier and was shot down 
by heavy close-range anti-aircraft 
fire when barely 100 yards from 
its objective. 
“In the second attack only five 
bombers of the enemy formation 
reached the release point. In this 
instance the salvo of enemy bombs 
w’as closer to the carrier than on 
the first attack bu t again no hit* 
w’ere obtained. 
“Sixteen of the 18 attac king en­ 
emy bombers were shot down in 
this action 
There was no dam ­ 
age to ou r su rface forces. Lieu ­ 
tenant (J. G.) Edward H O’Hare, 
U. S. Navy fighter pilot, person­ 
ally accou nted for six bombers of 
the enemy. 
“In the tw’o attacks only two of 
ou r fighter planes werre lost. Th» 
pilot of one w’as recovered.”

Java did no t fit to gether. The o f­ 
ficial co mmunique here said the 
United Navies bro ke up a co nvo y 
o f 40 transpo rts, chased it no rth 
and prevented landings. 
Befo re this was co ld o n the fro nt 
pages, came bigger headlines fro m 
Batavia revealing the Japs had 
landed in three places. 
The co n­ 
flicting acco unts had to be pub­ 
lished in the same editio ns. 
As a matter o f fact, bo th were 
right. Fo ur separate attacks were 
made by the .Taps with abo ut 120 
transpo rts. 
The o ne that 
was 
bro ken up was aimed at Maddera 
sho reline, no rth o f Surabay a. The 
three successful landing attempts 
ro lled in upo n the west co ast o f 
Java (fro m 
Sumatra), 
between 
Batavia and Semarang, and east 
o f Semarang. 


The Japs did no t send many o f 
their big ships into the Java at­ 
tack. 
They had lo st heavily in 
cruisers the last two weeks. So me 
naval rumo rs suggest o ne-third o f 
the who le Jap cruiser strength has 
been put o ut o f co mmissio n, hut 
this is a ho peful guess, no t o ffi­ 
cially claimed. 
Obvio usly , ho wever, they kept 
their main fleet in ho me waters 
pro tecting 
Japan, 
bey o nd 
easy 
range o f allied bo mbing planes. 


No o ne o f any autho rity here 
ever claimed Java co uld be held. 
The narro w island is mo re than 
800 miles lo ng, a greater air line 
distance than fro m New Yo rk to 
Flo rida. 
Each rat ho le in that 
expanse co uld no t po ssibly be pro ­ 
tected with the fo rces at hand. 
The o nly thing that co uld have 
bro ken up 
the Tap 
attack 
was 
co unter-attack o n the bases fro m 
which it was 
launched, o r upo n 
Japan pro per, and o ur fo rces were 
apparently 
insufficient 
o r 
un­ 
ready . 
Here again was demo n­ 
strated 
the superio r value o f o f­ 
fensive actio n as the o nly feasible 
defense. 
While the news o f Jap successes 
there has heen 
bad, 
ho wever, it 
canno t be classed as unexpected. 


Livelier 
ho pes 
are justifiably 
held fo r India and Australia. 
In truth, there 
is so me reaso n 
to expect, after Java, Japan may 
turn her tho ughts and her fo rce in 
ano ther directio n—po ssibly Vlad­ 
ivo sto k. 
There, 
hanging 
o ver 
the head o f To ky o , is a base fo r 
io int 
Russian 
and 
American 
bo mbing o peratio ns 
that canno t 
have escaped the attentio n o f the 
Jap militarists. 
If o ur fly ing fo rtresses went to 
wo rk o n Japanese 
facto ry 
dis­ 
tricts fro m there, the damage to 
their war effo rt might be serio us. 
What co uld they get in Aus­ 
tralia o r India by pursuing their 
present co nquest? 
They 
might 
reaso nably take Darwin, merely 
to prevent its use as a po rt o r air- 
base 
by the United Natio ns. But 
Australia pro per, and 
India, are 
bigger 
game 
than 
they have 
so ught previo usly and their arm­ 
ies are already strung o ut o ne- 
third o f the distance fro m po le to 
po le.

Drives Generator 


Cambridge, Mass., March 4.— 
(AP)—A gigantic windmill, to w­ 
ering as high as an 18-sto ry o f­ 
fice building, has been undergo ing 
tests in Vermo nt’s Green mo un­ 
tains fo r fo ur mo nths—and gives 
“definite 
ho pe” 
o f 
harnessing 
mo untain winds as a new so urce 
o f co mmercial electric po wer. 
Pro fesso r Jo hn B. Wilbur o f 
Massachusetts Institute o f Tech- 
i no lo gy , chief engineer o f the wind­ 
mill pro ject near Rutland, Vt.. said 
in an Interview that the mill has 
been furnishing po wer to central 
Vermo nters o ff and o n during the 
winter, aidnig them to fry eggs, 
read their evening newspapers and 
run their Industries. 
Po wsr generated by the wind­ 
mill, he said, was fed into regular 
po wer lines o f the Central Ver­ 
mo nt Public Service Co rpo ratio n 
at intermittent perio ds, 
supple­ 
menting the regular service and al­ 
lo wing a co nservatio n o f hy dro ­ 
electric po wer. 
Wintry winds ss high as 110 
miles an ho ur ho wled o ver lo nely 
Grandpa’s Kno b w’here the mighty 
structure is lo cated, and Ice to a 
thickness o f an inch and a half 
has co vered the two great blades 
at times, but Wilbur said the wind­ 
mill withsto o d Its rigid tests 
“mechanically ,

He declared the pro ject still was 
in the experimental stage, but he 
added:

surv ey and public health serv ice. 
Senator 
J ohnson 
(D-Colo), 
chairman of the subcommittee and 
author of the legislation, said the 
measure would oo« t 1255.000,000 
a y ear, based on the ewe of the 
armed forces last J an. 1. 
The bill, 
he said, 
would 
pay 
schedules for enlisted grades in 
all the serv ices, placing all on an 
equal footing. 
At the present time members 
of the army and nav y receiv e $21 
a 
month 
for 
their 
first 
four 
months of serv ice and then $ 30 a 
hionth until they are promoted to 
higher grades. 
Under the proposed legislation 
they would start at $42, and there 
would 
be six higher pay cate­ 
gories through the v arious non­ 
commissioned ranks.

serv ices, ex pressed in terms of 
army ranks, would be as follows:
